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Were still hottest housing market 


12-MONTH STREAK WITH NO END IN SIGHT 


Tech draws newcomers; fewer homes for sale

Seattle is now a full year 
into its reign as the hottest 
housing market in the coun- 
try, an unusually long surge 
that doesn’t look likely to end 
anytime soon. 


Single-family home prices 
across the metro area grew 
13.2 percent in August com- 
pared to a year prior, easily 
the most in the nation and 
twice the U.S. average, ac- 
cording to the monthly Case- 
Shiller home-price index, 


released Tuesday. 

Las Vegas replaced Port- 
land as second behind Seat- 
tle after the two Pacific 
Northwest cities had been 
the top two markets since 
last year. 

Seattle has had the biggest 
annual home-price gains of 
any region in the country for 
12 straight months. That’s 
the fifth-longest streak in the 
country since 2000, and the 


longest since Phoenix led the 
nation in home-value in- 
creases for 13 months ina 
row from 2012 to 2013. 
Seattle has been a national 
standout like this only once 
before. From the summer of 
2007 through mid-2008, as 
the U.S. housing market was 
heading toward collapse, 
Seattle also topped the coun- 
try for a year straight, right
